Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 4 lacks a proper antecedent basis for "the plurality of second guide recess", and for 
"the plurality of first guide recesses". A plurality of first guide recesses are first claimed in claim 
3, yet claim 4 depends from claim 1 . Claim 4 should be amended to read -the second housing 
having a plurality of second guide recesses--, with the dependency of claim 4 being changed to 
claim 3, to provide a proper antecedent for the first guide recesses. 

Claim 5 lacks a proper antecedent for "the plurality of second guide recesses". The 
dependency of claim 5 should be amended to depend from claim 4. 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 
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As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37
